One house erected
about September seemed planned with
almast human foresight., Here, with
theip long sharp teeth and strong, inch
long elaws, they had cut and cleared
wide paths through all the marshes—
Zuths so deep that three feet of ice did
not close them, so wide that we have
often paddled along them, marveling
at the great floating masses of torn up |
aquatic vegetation. These paths were |
& hbundred yards long and four feet
wide and were cut through a mass of
tangled cowver hizch enougzh in  most
places to thorouzhly conceal a duek
hunter and his cance. In the winter
months the muskrats can easily dive
from their houses into these under ice
channels, amd the whole marsh is be-
fore them to choose their meal from.
The long vellow roots of the flag and
the juicy tubers of the wild onion (the
muskrat apple is the more poetic Ojfib-
way) hang cxposed before them or are
reailly torn ont.—Donaycastle Dale in
Outing Maxzazine.

Mosquitoes that Infest the
Megion of Lalke Nyassa.

In his book “From the Cape to
Cairo,” B. 8. Grogan writes: “The
IKungn fly, which is peculiar to Lake
Nyvassa, resembles May
and at certain seasons of the year they
rice from the water in such stupendonus
clouds that they blot out the whole
horizon. Seen in the distance they
have exactly the appearance of a rain-
storm coming across the lake. When
they are blown landward they make
every place uninhabitable by the
stench which arises from the countless
millions that and die on every
inch of sheltered ground. I myself
have seen them Iying a foot deep In
a room, and I was told that they are
often much worse. The natives sweep
them up and makes eakes of theni.

“Biting and peisonous ants are an-
other pest, but the mosquito is the
great enemy of man. It was abso-
lutely necessary to turn in half an
hour before sunset and to make all
the preparations for the night. I piled
all my belongings round the edge of
my net and kept a green wood fire
burning at each end, and then I lay
inside, smoked the native tobaceco and
prayed for morning. As soon as the
sun went down the mosquitoes started
operations,

“It was like havinz a tame whirl-
wind in one's tent. They cculd not
possibly have been worse. Every night
200 or 300 contrived to enter my net—
I have no idea how. The most perniel-
ous and poisonous kind wias a very
small black mosauito that might pos-
sibly have penctrated the mesh. I nsed
to turn out in the morning perfectly
dazed from the amount of poison that
had been injected during the night.”
